vuipulation of the league’s finances. 

“Wet” organizations, politicians 
and others learned something they 
had been highly curious about for a 
long time, when Anderson freely ad- 
mitted Thursday that since 1914, 
when he first assumed his present po- 
sition, approximately $2,000,000 had 
been collected and expended by hig or- 
ganization to further the cause of pre 
hibition. 

The dry leader startled even the 
court itself when he deseribed an 
amazing series of personal. gilta.uto-k 
taling $25,000, which he said were 
donated te him by a mysterious 
stranger named Jobn T. King while 
he was head of the Maryland Anti- 
Saloon league in 1912 and 1913, 

Came From Nowhere. 

This angle of the testimony came 
out just before court was adjourned 
late Thursday until Friday. It is now 
believed that the case will get to the 
jury Friday night. 

Assistant District Attorney Ferdi- 
nand Pecora was questioning Ander- 
son as to how he had been able to lend 
the Anti-Saloon league more. than 
$20,000. 

King appeared in Anderson’s office 
one day as mysteriously as he later 
disappeared, Anderson said. 

“He came in suddenly and praised 
my work,” Anderson explained. “He 
said, ‘You're a fool to be working 
“ this league for $4,000 a year. But

Washington, January 24.—Broken 
in body and in spirit, Albert B. Fall 
came back to Washington Thursday 
night to face his former associates in 
the senate and explain why he lied 
as to where he got his $100,000 loan 
while secretary of the interior. 

He arrived here from New Orleans 
shortly before midnight and was taken 
to the home of J. W. Zevely, Sin- 
clair’s confidential representative here. 

Fall presented a pathetie figure as 
he arrived here in the dead of night 
in a cold, January drizzle. He left 
the train with Zevely, with whom he 
has traveled from New Orleans. A 
crowd of newspaper reporters was 
there to question him—his only greet- 
ing in the capital where he has served 
so many years as senator, cabinet of- 
ficer and confidant of presidents. 

Brushes Scribes Aside. 

Brushing by the newspaper men, he 
got into the Zevely automobile and 
was driven rapidly to the oil mans 
home in the fashionable Connecticut 
avenue section. At Zevely’s house.

If the kernel of cotton seed is a 
natural winter sleeping ground of 
the weevil, however, the commission-

covery is investigated by the state 
entomologist, a report will be released 
which will give more light on the 
subject. 

The commissiorer was _ startled 
when Informed that weevils had been 
found hibernating inside of cotton 
seed. He said that this was a con- 
dition, as far as he knew, 
fore undiscovered. According to Mr. 
Brown it may develop into an im- 
portant factor in the strenuous fight 
on the cotton pest. ‘ 

Reports from Conyers indicate that 
weevils have been found in great num- 
bers inside of kernels of many bush- 
els of seed stored in warehouses there.

According to a recent compilation 
of the census bureau taxes were col- 
lected in this country during the year 
1922 to the amount of $68.37 for every 
man, woman and child in the land. 

Federal taxes were five times those 
of 1912; the increase in state collec- 
tions was 183 per cent, while coun- 
ties levied taxes of 141 per cent and 
cities and other incorporated places 
80 ;er cent in excess of those in 1912. 

Of course, a very large part of the 


increase in the case of the federal gov- | 


ernment is an inevitable outgrowth 
of che war. 

There is a considerable margin, 
however, which can not be regarded 
as thus unavoidable, 

Local governments certainly can 
not offer any such excuse for the 
greater share of their increases in 
taxation. 

‘he simple truth is that we, always 
an extravagant people, have in recent 
years got into the habit of spending 
and often times wasting public funds 
on an enormous scale apparently in 
the idea that being relatively un- 
touched by the war our resources are 
inexhaustible. 

The time has now come when we 
must call a halt or suffer very se- 
riously in consequence. 

Tax burdens have become all but 
unbearable and the outlook is none 
too encouraging. 

Few if any politicians are in a 
mood to reduce them or to consent, 
if they ca’. avoid it, to that reduc- 
tion in expenditures which alone ren- 
ders lower taxes possible.

FILE RETURNS EARLY— 
TODAY IF POSSIBLE, 


If for any reasonable cause, such 
as illness or absence, a taxpayer can 


not file his income tax return within 
the time prescribed by law, applica- 
tion may be made before the date the 
return is due ta the collector of in- 
ternal revenue for the district in 
which the taxpayer lives or has his 
principal place of business for au 
extension not to exceed 30 days, As 
a condition of granting the extension, 
the collector may require the submis- 
sion of a tentative return and esti- 
mate of the tax and the payment of 
one-fourth of the estimated amount 
of the tax. A tentative return should 
be made on the usual return form. 
marked “tentative” at the top, and 
should contain a statement of the es- 
timated amount of the tax believed to 
be due, and be properly executed. No 
other data need be given. Tentative 
returns will not be accepted unless 
permisssion is obtained previous to fil- 
ing, A copy of the authority to file 
the tentative return must be attaclred 
thereto. 

If before the end of a 30-day exten- 
sion granted by a collector an accurate 
return can not be made, appeal for a 
further extension must be made to the 
commissioner of internal revenue. Ex- 
cept in the case of taxpayers who are 
abroad, no such extension’ shall be 
for more than six months. Additional 
extensions will not be granted by the 
commissioner without a clear showing 
that a complete return can not be 
made by the end of the 30-day per- 


iod. 
THAT THUMP THUMP. 


Our last talk about the heart was a 
huze success, I think. We managed 
to describe therein five tests which 
anybody can make to get an idea of 
the tunctional efficiency of his circu- 
lation. The fifth test was a lallapa- 
loo3sa. It consisted in running quickly 
up two flights of stairs and observ- 
ing the effect on your pulse. The ef- 
fect. normally, is of course an increase 
of 20 or 25 beats to the minute; after 
a minute or so, when the pulse be- 
gins to slow again, you should feel 
the heart beating more forcibly, 
thump thump, against your ribs, un- 
til the pulse rate has about reached 
the normal resting rate. I always 
give this test last, for if one hap- 
pened to have some such affliction as 
an aneurism, one might not come 
downstairs again afoot. 

The thump thump is worth consid- 
ering more in detail. It has consider- 
able significance. In the first lace, 
it is the normal reaction to such a 
test, and not the pathological symp- 
tom some folk suppose. The stronger 
heart action a‘ter a sudden effort, 
with the pulse rate slowing down to 
or near the normal resting rate, shows 
the capacity of the heart to respond 
to unusual exertion with increased 
action. If you get thts reaction from 
the test, it doesn’t matter even if you 
have a valvular leakage, you may rest 
assured you have a thoroughly effi- 
cieit heart, which will carry you 
through life if you use it well. A 
normal reaction to this test, which, 
by the way, glories in the name of the 
Cabot-Brucé-Graupner test, is quite 
as significant, by way of proguosis, 
as any stethoscopic examination can 
be. The sounds heard with the stetho- 
scope give the physician some little 
idea of the state of the heart and 
the valves, but irrespective of any 
murinurs or alterations of the nor- 
mal heart sounds, such a test as this 
doubel staircase test tells what a 
heart is capable of doing; that is the 
important thing to know in any case. 

Estimated er gauged from this mod- 
ern ythysiolog‘cal viewpoint, which af- 
fords a clearer understanding of heart 
disease than was possible from the 
old anatomical viewpoint, it is per- 
tinent to say that many a heart is 
betier than it sounds. Many a heart 
that murmurs is normal. Many a vic- 
tim of purely anatomical diagnosis 
of heart disease suffers only in his 
imagination, which has been twisted 
awry. Many a near invalid, who 
sports a “weak heart’ that “can’t 
stard” this or that effort of excite- 
ment, has nothing whatever the muat- 
ter vith his heart. In fact, nine times 
out of ten the “‘weak heart” is some- 
body’s alibi—doctor’s or patient's. I 
do rot say there is no such thing as 
“weak heart.” I say the individual 
who harbors that belief generally har- 
bors a mere obsession. In the great 
majority of cases, when the heart re- 
ally is weak—which means, of course, 
diseased—the victim does not ascribe 
his .mpaired health to the heart at all, 
dees not suspect that the heart is 
weak, until a physician tells him so. 

I would not seem to belittle the di- 
agnostic acumen of the older physi- 
cians, for pe*naps they had more skill 
than we have today. But certainly 
they erred grievously in many cases 
when they deduced “weak heart” 
from a mere atethoscopic examina- 
tion, unconfirmed by any functional 
evidence,

Treatment of Prisoners 
Is a Human Problem 


_ Editor Constitution: It is interest- 
ing to note that the following are the 
causes for which the eleven prison- 
ers who have recently been pardoned 
by President Coolidge were serving: 
_ Violation of anti-narcotic law; so- 
liciting to commit a felony; lost sight 
of both eyes while in prison; receiving 
stolen goods; violation of prohibition 
laws; contempt of court; altering an 
obligation of the U. S.; assault and 
battery ; violation of prohibition laws; 
forgery; murder. Murder—in defense 
of his sister who was being beaten by 
her stepfather. 

There is a general impression that 
nearly all the prisoners are burglars 
or guilty of acts of violence, ahd a 
better understanding that this is not 
the case might help t« lessen the bit- 
ter feeling that generally exists and 
that impels many people to say that 
it is not worth whiie to give the mat- 
ter any attention, that all the prison- 
ers will always be criminals, and that 
it does not matter bow they are treat- 
ed in prison. As 1 have often said, 
swift and sure jnatice are most im- 
portant as a deterrent to crime. After 
conviction the important thing is to so 
treat the prisoner that there is a 
chance of his being able to take care 
of himself and his family after his 
discharge and that Le will not be like- 
ly to spread dsease either mental or 
physical after he again becomes a part 
of the general community. It is more 
to the interest vf the public to deal 
with this matter without prejudice 
and hatred. There should be an ex- 
amination of the prisoners as to their 
mental and physical condition, and 
treatment accordingly, we should have 
the right kind of wardens and keep- 
ers, see that sanitary conditions pre- 
vail in the prisons, give the prisoners 
the right kind cf work to do and 
which they can perform without 
breaking them down in health, if pos- 
sible such work that they can use after 
their discharge and that will get them 
used to the working habit. The point

Editor Constitution: In your ex- 
cellent editorial of January 12, cap- 
tioned “Pay of Mail Clerks,” you call 
publie attention to the merits of the 
Kelly bill, now pending in congress, 
which has for its purpose a revision 
of postal pay rates. 

I agree absolutely with what was 
said in this editorial. However, you 
made mention only of the work of 
railway mail clerks, Permit me te 
eall your attention to the fact tbat 
‘similar work is performed by post- 
office clerks in all the larger post- 
offices of the United States. 

As a distributor in the Atlanta 
postoffice I, too, must study intricate 
distribution schemes on my own time. 
This is a requirement imposed upon 
30,000 postoffice distributors through- 
out the country. It requires years of 
training to become an expert t- 
office distributor. The knowledse 
thus accuired, after years of study, 
has no Saleable value in outside em- 
ployment.

your powder bowl. Pour in the powder 
and stir occasionally. In a short time 
the powder will have taken up the per- 
fume from the oil. If you make this 
powder in the summer time you can 
obtain a most delicious fresh scent by 
burying the yetals of any favorite 
flower in the bow! with the powder. 
Fresh petals should be added every 
day for a week, and then the powder 
sifted free of the flowers through 4 
piece of coarse cheese cloth. 

A covling and soothing bath powder 
is made by mixing powdered corn 
starch such as is used for making pud- 
dings with sachet powder. Half an 
ounce or an ounce of the sachet to an 
eight ounce package of corn starch is 
all you need. This powder, by the 
way. is particularly good for invalids 
and should be rubbed all over the back 
after the bath. It will make the pa- 
tient more comfortable and will help 
prevent bed sores. 

You can always obtain a very fine 
face powder by asking your druggist 
for plain unscented rice powder which 
is much cheaper sold in bulk than 
when scented and done up in an ex- 
pensive box. Most rich powder is 
nothing but powdered potato starch 
but it does not in the least matter . 
If your skin is too dry er too oily 
so that no powder clings, add plain, 
unscented talcum, one quarter tal- 
cum to three-quarters of rice pow- 
der.
